TEN PER CENT. ON LIBRARY ORDERS 

It has been suggested as a solution of the 
vexed question of library discounts, that a 
publisher should make to libraries such dis¬ 
counts as in his judgment the circumstances 
of the sale justify and should solace the local 
bookseller with a commission of 10 per cent. 
Under present circumstances, there is nothing 
to prevent individual publishers from making 
such arangements as to prices and discounts 
as each may please—except the foresight and 
trading wisdom which recognize that the in¬ 
terests of the trade at large must be con¬ 
sidered in the interest of the publisher him¬ 
self. 

It is true that the local bookseller has 
often done library business at a loss, and this 
scheme would seem to ensure him some re¬ 
turn. On the other hand, the 10 per cent, 
is purely a douceur, and no plan which gives 
something for nothing can long continue. 
Moreover, the practical difficulties would be 
great, especially where there is more than one 
bookseller in the town; and the local book¬ 
seller on the one side would lose the advan¬ 
tage of keeping in touch with the local libra¬ 
rian as should be the case, while the publisher, 
on the other side, would lose the advantage 
of having a fairly complete line of his more 
expensive books “on sample” with the local 
dealer. Many a small bookseller now feels 
justified in stocking up with one or two copies 
of a serious book only because he is fairly 
assured of a library sale for them. Without 
this assurance he would not stock it at all, 
and without any sample to show many a sale 
he now makes incidentally would be lost. 

Furthermore, and in general, we seriously 
doubt the wisdom of any step, however slight 
-or apparently justified, in the direction of 


taking the retail sale of books out of the hands 
of the retail book-trade. The library business 
is a very serious and complicated problem, and 
the officers of the American Booksellers’ Asso¬ 
ciation are quite right in their estimate of its 
importance and of the necessity for taking 
immediate, intelligent and concerted action 
toward its solution. The ten per cent, plan 
was put forward merely as a tentative sug¬ 
gestion, and criticisms of it, we know, will be 
welcomed as cordially as endorsements. No 
one appreciates more emphatically than the 
Weekly the hard work which the various 
officers of book-trade associations are putting 
into plans for trade betterment. Nevertheless, 
to put the library problem entirely into the 
hands of the publishers for solution hardly 
seems to us the direction to take in solving it. 

One of the best statements of the relations 
between libraries and the book-trade is that 
made by Mr. W. H. Brett at the 1916 con¬ 
ference of the American Library Association, 
and this should form a good basis for a fair 
understanding between the two parties in in¬ 
terest. The American Library Association has 
an excellent committee on book-trade rela¬ 
tions, and it is to be hoped that the book-trade 
will find, thru its committee, means, and some 
better means than this, of reaching an under¬ 
standing with it. 

Another sort of “10%” plan, which we be¬ 
lieve will secure the thoro endorsement of the 
trade, is that which Small, Maynard & Co. are 
using in some of their current advertising. 
At the bottom of one of their advertisements, 
in good, bold type, they say: “The prices 
shown are the prices you pay at the booksell¬ 
er’s. When ordering direct from the pub¬ 
lishers the prices are at least 10% higher, to 
allow for carriage charges.” That’s even bet¬ 
ter than “postage extra.” 

His many American friends will sympathize 
deeply with Robert B. Marston, editor of the 
Publishers ’ Circular, London, in the death on 
the field of battle of his young son, but 19 
years old, who was already a second-lieutenant 
in the Queen’s (Royal West Surrey) Regi¬ 
ment, and who was wounded, and while 
wounded killed in the battle of the Somme 
on July 13. The war has made sad havoc in 
the ranks of those associated with publishing 
and bookselling in all the countries which are 
at war, but there is in no case a more poignant 
tragedy than the death of this young English 
soldier, the grandson of that good fighter in 
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many causes of peace—Edward Marston of 
honored memory. 

A NEW LIBRARY PLAN 

In the last Bulletin of the American Book¬ 
sellers’ Association, President Macauley pre¬ 
sents, as follows, a recently suggested plan 
whereby all library business would be handled 
directly by the publishers, with a ten per cent, 
commission to the local booksellers : 

“One of the largest publishers is contemplat¬ 
ing a new plan of handling the library busi¬ 
ness. The plan being considered provides 
that the publisher will handle library accounts 
direct, billing at such, discounts as he desires, 
and as general trade conditions warrant. A 
commission of ten per cent, will be allowed 
the local dealer. Where there are several 
dealers, we presume that this commission will 
be suitably apportioned. The advantage of 
this plan, to the publishers, ought to be suffi¬ 
ciently obvious. He will be in direct touch 
with the library buyer, will be able to know 
what libraries have purchased any given book 
and which ones remain open as a possible 
market. He makes himself responsible for 
the proper handling of library trade, and is 
in a position to remedy incorrect methods. 
There seems to be little doubt that the individ¬ 
ual publisher could better represent his books 
to library buyers by such a plan. Whether it 
would work to the advantage of the bookseller 
is another question and one on which we want 
all the light we can get. We hope that every 
bookseller will give the question his dispas¬ 
sionate consideration and let us have the re¬ 
sults of his best judgment. Would the plan 
above mentioned be detrimental to your best 
interests, or would the ten per cent, commis¬ 
sion, without any handling cost, be preferable 
to present conditions? 

“We have always inclined to believe that the 
bookstore should be the natural and invariable 
means by which the publisher should reach his 
public, including libraries. We believe that a 
library business on a stable basis helps the 
bookseller to maintain a larger stock and to 
keep it in more wholesome condition. On the 
other hand, trade conditions in respect to 
handling library trade have become so difficult 
that many dealers despair of making a profit 
from this source and have abandoned it alto¬ 
gether. 

“We hope that many members of the trade 
will write us fully and in a fair-minded spirit, 
so that we may be in better position to inter¬ 
pret the trade feeling along this line. We will 
no doubt present the general result to the 
publishers in question, but no individual mem¬ 
ber of the trade will be quoted without per¬ 
mission.” 


CENSUS STATISTICS OF PRINTING 
AND PUBLISHING INDUSTRY FOR 1914 
A summary of the general results of the 
1914 census of manufactures with respect to 
the printing and publishing industry has just 
been issued by Director Sam. L. Rogers, of 


the Bureau of the Census, Department of 
Commerce. It consists in a statement pre¬ 
pared under the direction of Mr. William 
M. Steuart, chief statistician for manufac¬ 
tures, showing, for 1914 and 1909, the num¬ 
ber, circulation, and receipts of newspapers 
and periodicals, and the number and re¬ 
ceipts of establishments doing job printing 
and of establishments printing and publish¬ 
ing books and pamphlets, and music in sheet 
or book form. The figures are preliminary 
and are subject to such change and correc¬ 
tion as may become necessary upon further 
examination of the original reports. 

According to the census classification the 
printing and publishing industry is made up 
of three branches, comprising: (1) establish¬ 
ments whose chief business is book and job 
printing, book printing and publishing, or 
book publishing only; (2) establishments 
whose sole or chief business is music print¬ 
ing, or music printing and publishing, or 
music publishing only; and (3) establish¬ 
ments which are engaged in the printing and 
publishing, or in the publishing only, of news¬ 
papers and periodicals, some of the first- 
named doing job work also. 

NUMBER OF ESTABLISHMENTS AND VALUE OF 
PRODUCTS 

The number of establishments in this in¬ 
dustry in 1914 aggregated 31,612, and the 
total value of their products amounted to 
$810,508,111. These figures represent in¬ 
creases of 6.2 per cent and 22.3 per cent, re¬ 
spectively, as compared with those for 1909— 
29,757 establishments, with products valued 
at $662,591,959. 

Of the 31,612 establishments canvassed for 
1914, those engaged in the printing and pub¬ 
lishing or in the publishing only of news¬ 
papers and periodicals numbered 19,317, rep¬ 
resenting an increase of 2.4 per cent, as com¬ 
pared with the corresponding figure for 1909, 
18,871; those engaged chiefly in the printing 
and publishing of books and pamphlets or in 
job printing, or both, numbered 12,115, repre¬ 
senting an increase of 13.1 per cent, as com¬ 
pared with the 1909 figure, 10,708; and the 
number engaged solely or chiefly in music 
printing and publishing, or music publishing 
only, numbered 180, as compared with 178 
in 1909. 

The total value of products reported for 
1914, of establishments printing and publish¬ 
ing newspapers and periodicals,, was 
$495,905,984, representing an increase of 22.1 
per cent, as compared with the corresponding 
value in 1909. Some of the newspaper estab¬ 
lishments did job printing, engraving, elec¬ 
trotyping, etc., and printed and published 
sheet music and books of music, while a 
number of the regular job offices and print¬ 
ers and publishers of music also reported 
the printing and publishing of newspapers 
and periodicals. The 1914 total from all 
these sources comprised newspaper subscrip¬ 
tions and sales, $99,541,860; newspaper adver¬ 
tising, $184,047,106; subscriptions andi sales 
of periodicals other than newspapers, 
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^64,035,230; and advertising in such periodic¬ 
als, $71,906,976. The percentages of increase 
during the five-year period in these four 
items were 17.9, 23.9, 26.5, and 33-2, respec¬ 
tively. 

The value of products of establishments 
engaged chiefly in book and job work of all 
kinds aggregated $3°7,33°,861 in 1914, the 
percentage of increase during the five-year 
period being 22.5. The total receipts for job 
printing, reported by the entire printing and 
publishing industry, were $249,730,932; for 
books and pamphlets, $87,316,348; for book¬ 
binding and blank books, $I 5 , 097 , io 9 ; f° r 
electrotyping, engraving, lithographing, etc., 
$9,698,641; for machine composition for 
others, $5,682,098; for ready prints (patent 
insides and outsides), $1,965,210; and for all 
other products, $13,860,525. Substantial in¬ 
creases during the five-year period were 
shown for all these items except ready prints 
(patent insides and outsides), for which a 
decrease of 14.3 per cent appeared, and for 
bookbinding and blank books, for which there 
was a decrease of 19.8 per cent. 

The value of products of establishments 
engaged chiefly in music printing and pub¬ 
lishing in 1914 aggregated $7,271,266, repre¬ 
senting an increase of 30.4 per cent, as com¬ 
pared with the corresponding figure for 1909. 
The receipts from music printing and pub¬ 
lishing or publishing only, for the entire 
printing and publishing industry, were 
$7,626,076. 

The value of products of the newspaper 
and periodical branch of the industry formed 
61.2 per cent of the total in 1914 > of the 


book and job branch, 37.9 per cent; and of 
the music printing and publishing branch, 
nine-tenths of 1 per cent. 

NEWSPAPERS 

The daily newspaper, according to the 
census definition, is a publication issued on 
each of the secular days of the week, Sun¬ 
day editions being excluded. A morning and 
an evening paper issued by the same plant 
are counted as two papers. 

A total of 2580 dailies was reported for 
1914, representing a slight decrease as com¬ 
pared with 2600 in 1909. The aggregate cir¬ 
culation of the dailies in 1914 was 28,436,030, 
representing an increase of 17.4 per cent, as 
compared with the 1909 circulation. Dur¬ 
ing the semidecade a number of publishers 
of both morning and evening papers sus¬ 
pended publication of one or the other of 
their editions; in several instances dailies 
were consolidated; in others the daily, after 
an experiment, retired into the weekly field 
whence it came; and other dailies disap¬ 
peared without transformation. 

The number of Sunday papers published 
in the United States in 1914 was 570, as 
compared with 520 in 1909; and their com¬ 
bined circulation in the later year, 16,445,820, 
represented an increase of 23.2 per cent, as 
compared with the corresponding figure for 
the earlier year. 

The number of weekly newspapers and 
periodicals reported for 1914, 15,166, shows 
a slight increase as compared with the cor¬ 
responding number in 1909, 15,097. The 1914 
circulation of such publications was

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50,454,738, an increase of 23.6 per cent as com¬ 
pared with 1909. 

There were also reported, for 1914, 84 tri¬ 
weekly newspapers, with an aggregate circu¬ 
lation of 549,495, representing increases of 
15.1 per cent and 63.8 per cent, respectively, 
as compared with 1909; 5$3 semi-weekly 
papers, with a circulation of 2,483,629, repre¬ 
senting a decrease of 8.2 per cent, in number, 
together with an increase of 7-4 per cent, in 
circulation; 2820 monthly publications, with 
a circulation of 79,190,838, the percentages of 
increase in number and circulation being 13.2 
and 25.1, respectively ; 500 quarterly publica¬ 
tions, with a circulation of 18,852,401, repre¬ 
senting increases amounting to 38.5 per cent, 
and 17.4 per cent., respectively; and 442 other 
periodicals, with a circulation of 8,946,567, 
the percentages of increase during the five- 
year period being 21.4 and 118.5, respectively.

HARVARD PRINTING COURSE NOW 
HELD IN UNIVERSITY PRESS BUILD¬ 
ING 

In the moving of the Harvard University 
Press to its own building in Cambridge, a de¬ 
cided step forward has been taken in the 
development of the printing course in the 
Harvard School of Business Administration, 
for all classes in the printing course are now 
held in rooms especially set aside for that pur¬ 
pose in the University Press building. These 
rooms include a lecture room and a laboratory 
in which the problems discussed in the lectures 
can be worked out in practice. C. Chester 
Lane, the director of the Harvard Press, is 
also a member of the faculty of the School of 
Business Administration and is in charge of 
the course in printing. 

There have been a number of changes in 
the printing course since its inception, changes 
due, in the main, to the rearrangement of 
work and the addition of new lectures as the 
result of experience in previous years. Ac¬ 
cording to the schedule for the college year 
1916-17, opening Oct. 1, the first-year course, 
which provides an introduction to the tech¬ 
nique of printing, takes up the following sub¬ 
jects: What type is—its material, founding, 
sizes and measurements; principles that gov¬ 
ern good composition; electrotyping; printing 
processes; ink—its composition and adaptabil¬ 
ity; the physical qualities of paper and its 
selection for specified work; printing-office 
mathematics; binding—its general principles 
and as applied to book and pamphlet processes; 
the reproducing processes; principles of de¬ 
sign, decoration and ornamentation; commer¬ 
cial, catalog and advertising typography. 

The second half-year is devoted to the study 
of the problems peculiar to the printing indus¬ 
try itself, and as a continuation of the first 
half-^ear is intended to give a firm elementary 
basis for the detailed studies and investiga¬ 
tions of the second-year course. Among the 
subiects considered are: The historical devel¬ 
opment of type forms; the selection of proper 
types for the composing-room; printing plant 
organization and management; routing; stock 
and supply departments; power; cost account¬ 
ing; estimating; special printing; office ma¬ 
chinery and publishing. 

In addition to the lectures, outside reading 
is assigned and visits are made to see in actual 
operation the processes discussed in the class¬ 
room. An optional visit, open to those who 
take the work of the first half-year as well 
as to those who take the full course, is ar¬ 
ranged during the spring recess to typical 
printing and publishing houses and also plants 
of allied industries in New York City. Con¬ 
tingent upon a sufficient number so desiring, 
the trip will be extended to include the large 
plants at Philadelphia and the Government 
Printing Office and Bureau of Engraving at 
Washington. 

The four months following this college year 
are spent in a printing office, and the student 
comes back to the school for his last year of 
instruction. 

The second-year course gives the student 
practical experience in solving the problems 
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which the superintendent or manager of a 
printing office must face. The student is 
taught to design type pages of various kinds 
and to work out some of the underlying prin¬ 
ciples of design and harmony in type forms. 
He is given practice in preparing copy for the 
printer in making out specifications, and in 
estimating costs. He studies the comparative 
effectiveness of machines and processes, and 
he plans in detail the work of a plant after 
being sunnlied with the necessary information 
concerning the amount of business to be han¬ 
dled. Special attention is given to the theory 
of cost accounting, and practical exercises in 
installing and using a cost system are pro¬ 
vided. A number of representative printing 
offices are studied, and critical reports are 
called for on various aspects of the establish¬ 
ments considered. Thruout the course the 
student is encouraged to specialize in the sub¬ 
jects to which he wishes to devote himself, 
and under competent guidance to undertake 
independent investigations. The results of 
the student’s work in his special field form 
the subject of a thesis to be prepared in the 
second half. 

Admission as a regular student to the Har¬ 
vard School of Business Administration is 
open to graduates of colleges or technical 
schools of college grade. A limited number 
of special students may, however, obtain ad¬ 
mission. It is required that the applicants 
shall be twenty-one years of age, shall be high- 
school graduates, shall have had three years’ 
experience in the business, and shall satisfy 
the faculty of their ability to do the work. 


MANY AUTHORS OPPOSE AFFILIA¬ 
TION WITH FEDERATION OF LABOR 

The latest list of authors’ vituperations and 
endorsements of the proposed affiliation of 
the Authors’ League of America with the 
American Federation of Labor shows a two 
to one vote against affiliation. The earlier 
letters printed in the Bulletin of the league 
showed, roughly, a three to two preponder¬ 
ance in favor of affiliation. This would seem 
to show a growing sentiment against the 
unionization of the author’s trade, tho, of 
course, these ratios may represent only very 
roughly, if at all, the true sentiment of the 
league. 

Don Marquis. Julian Street, Robert J. Shores 
and others deplore the attempt to try “an 
interesting experiment” — as Ernest Poole 
termed the affiliation—upon an organization 
which has only recently been brought to its 
present efficiency, and which has as yet plenty 
of problems of its own without sowing “seeds 
of disruption” by interesting itself in the 
fight for “matters that have not the slightest 
connection with the primary purposes of the 
league.” 

“Furthermore,” adds Julian Street. “I be¬ 
lieve it should be made known to the members 
of the league that the president of the league, 
more than one of the honorary vice-presidents, 
and a considerable group of members, have 
expressed their intention of resigning from 
the league if affiliation takes place.” 


“No man could raise his voice against tiny 
practice of labor or of labor leaders—no mat¬ 
ter how grossly these leaders might abuse 
their powers,” says Robert J. Shores. “We 
would, in short, be delivering ourselves eco¬ 
nomically, morally, politically and socially into 
the hands of the American Federation of 
Labor. ... A general and effective unioniza¬ 
tion of authors would absolutely muzzle the 
periodical press.” Hugh Pendexter deems the 
whole affair “a crazy species of a joke.” 
Cyrus Townsend Brady is so “unalterably op¬ 
posed” that he would resign in the event of 
affiliation. Robert Alexander Wason questions 
whether there is “any real sense in grafting 
an orchid on a telegraph pole.” Henry Kit- 
chell Webster, Russell Doubleday, A. E. Dingle, 
Marion C. Smith, Hamlin Garland, Charles 
Leonard Moore, John L. Lockwood, Achmed 
Abdullah, V. W. Cloud, and Annie Nathan 
Meyer are among the other anti-unionization 
members. 

On the other hand, John Reed lauds the 
affiliation move, congratulating the league on 
its having made “a wonderfully advantageous 
bargain with the American Federation of 
Labor.” Ethel Watts Mumford urges: “My 
experience in organizing for the suffrage cam¬ 
paign has more than convinced me of the ad¬ 
vantages of co-operation on a large scale.” 
Reginald Wright Kauffman says: “I have yet 
to hear of any true art that is not in the 
fullest and best sense labor.” Harvey O’Hig¬ 
gins, Annie Payson Call, Hereward Carring¬ 
ton, William O. Stoddard, and Patrick Casey 
also urge affiliation. 


GERMAN BOOK-TRADE FARED BET¬ 
TER SECOND YEAR OF WAR THAN 
FIRST 

The German book-trade (The Borsenverein 
der deutschen Buchandler) has just issued 
its yearly report. According to this report, 
the German book-trade has weathered the 
second year of the war, 1915-1916, better than 
was expected. In fact the Christmas trade 
showed quite an important increase over the 
business of the preceding year. There was, 
of course, a very noticeable falling off in cer¬ 
tain departments, however, especially in the 
publication of scientific books. 

The Board of Directors took part during 
the year in the conference of the General Staff 
over the new arrangement for the book and 
newspaper trade in the occupied territory, east 
and west. As the result of this conference 
, the installation of a number of field bookstores 
is reported. 

The report further says that while copyright 
relations with the enemy countries have lost 
their legal value, works published in foreign 
countries before the war, nevertheless, continue 
to receive protection. The Directors also give 
it as their opinion that works published 
in enemy countries during the war should be 
protected as tho officially copyrighted. This 
opinion was expressed in answer to an inquiry 
from the authorities. Were open piracy re- 
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sorted to, the Directors point out, the German 
book-trade would be materially damaged if 
enemy countries were to make reprisals on 
German books, maps and music. 

The “Borsenverein” will cooperate in all 
efforts being made to bring about better trade 
relations with the Teutonic Allies; to this end 
the book-trade has become a member of the 
German-Austrian Economic Union and the 
German-Turkish Union. 


UNIVERSITY PRESS ASSOCIATION 
OPENS NEW YORK OFFICE 
The University Press Association, inaugu¬ 
rated last year to secure better displays in 
certain prominent retail stores for the publi¬ 
cations of the Harvard, Yale, and Princeton 
presses, has been superseded by an organiza¬ 
tion of considerably broader scope. The new 
University Press Association will “sell” the 
New York territory for the presses which 
become members of the association. A New 
York office has been opened at 280 Madison 
Avenue, New York City, and R. E. Brady, 
formerly with D. Appleton & Co., is resident 
manager. Both the Harvard and Yale presses 
have definitely approved the plan, and other 
university publishing houses in both the East 
and West will act on the proposal, it is ex¬ 
pected, shortly after the opening of the new 
college year. 

Owing to this new arrangement, B. W. 
Huebsch relinquished the agency for the Yale 
University Press on September 1. 


COPYRIGHT NOTES 

PURCHASER OF DRAMATIC RIGHTS FROM 
PUBLISHER NEED NOT INQUIRE AS TO 
LATTER’S CONTRACT WITH AUTHOR 

The case of Cyrus Townsend Brady v. Re¬ 
liance Motion Picture Corp., Mutual Film 
Corp. and Frank A. Munsey Co. came up again 
recently in the District Court, Southern Dis¬ 
trict, New York, and as in the two former 
hearings of the case, it was decided that when 
an author clothes a publisher with apparent 
ownership of copyright, tho in reality the pub¬ 
lisher is only his trustee, the author cannot 
defeat the title of those who in good faith and 
without notice deal with the publisher (see 
Publishers* Weekly, June io, 1916). The 
only new feature in the case in its latest hear¬ 
ing was the author’s claim that the Mutual 
Film Corp. did have constructive notice of his 
(Brady’s) rights to the film rights in his story 
published in Munsey’s Magazine. As Judge 
Mayer recognized the existence of this notice, 
he refused the Mutual Co.’s motion for dis¬ 
missal, and, conversely, in the case of the Re¬ 
liance Corp., against which actual notice was 
not claimed, he allowed the plea for dismissal 
(232 F. R., 259).

NO AMERICAN SCHOOL BOOKS PRINTED 
IN JAPAN 

New York City, August 29, 1916. 
Editor The Publishers’ Weekly: 

The August 19 number of the Publishers’ 
Weekly has interested me a good deal. The 
article entitled “The Fight Against the Photo¬ 


engraving Raise” is mighty well done and 
ought to be read by a very large number of 
people—including the President himself—who 
are standing for shorter hours and increased 
wages. 

I am surprised, however, that you have in¬ 
cluded in this number, on page 562, reference 
to an article which appeared in the Philadel¬ 
phia Press about a year ago, which article 
declares that American school books are 
printed and bound in Japan and sold in this 
country. Of course, you know very well that 
there isn’t a word of truth in this story, for 
you are aware that any school-book publisher 
would not dare to have his books printed and 
bound ,in a foreign country, for if he should 
they would have no copyright protection in 
the United States. The copyrights of an edu¬ 
cational publisher are the backbone of his 
business, the most valuable part of his busi¬ 
ness. If he should have books printed and 
bound in a foreign country and shipped here 
for sale, anybody so minded could steal the 
publisher’s copyright ad lib. 

A few years ago an enterprising Japanese 
printer and binder reproduced some of an 
American publishing company’s Readers and 
shipped them to San Francisco to be sold in 
the United States. The book company im¬ 
mediately took steps to stop the sale of these 
pirated books and succeeded in keeping them 
out of the country. We have had copyrights 
stolen by the Commercial Press of Shanghai, 
but so far as I know, the Shanghai company 
has never offered for sale in the United States 
a pirated edition of our books. 

I am doing my best to find out who wrote 
the editorial printed in the Philadelphia Press, 
December 26, 1915, in order to learn from 
him, if I can, the source of the misinforma¬ 
tion which he evidently accepted at face value.

A government-owned pulp and paper mill, 
to manufacture such paper as is needed by the 
Government Printing Office, was proposed in 
a bill introduced in the House on Aug. 31 by 
Representative Tavenner, of Illinois. The bill 
authorizes an appropriation of $1,000,000 for 
the purpose. 

To their growing list of published plays, 
Little, Brown & Co. will add in the autumn 
"Duty, and other Irish Comedies,” by Seumas 
O’Brien”; "Anne Pedersdotter,” a drama in 
four acts, by H. Wiers-Jenssen, a Danish dra¬ 
matist discovered by John Masefield, and three 
Irish plays by Padraic Colum. 

Modeste Hannis Jordan, head of the New 
York publishing firm of Hannis Jordan Co., 
and who says her name is rightly Mrs. Fred¬ 
erick M. Brown, wife of an attorney at 54 
Wall Street, was committed to Bellevue Hos¬ 
pital, New York City, this week for observa¬ 
tion for insanity. 

Laird & Lee announce for September 15 
"Our Mexican Muddle,” by Henry Morris, and 
"The Woman’s Manual,” by Aurora Reed. 
The former is an indictment of the Wilson- 
Mexican policy and an argument for inter¬ 
vention, and the latter is a volume of step¬ 
saving suggestions for the housewife who 
does her own cooking, housekeeping and sew¬ 
ing. 

Significant of conditions thruout the 
English publishing trade in general is, we hope, 
the following from the cover of Cassell & Co. 
Ltd.’s fall catalog: "Now that there exist 
stronger reasons for general optimism, we 


submit what we venture to think is the most 
important list of volumes it has been our 
privilege to publish.” 

Two books to be published immediately by 
the Lippincott Co. are "Training for the News¬ 
paper Trade,” by Don C. Seitz, a prominent 
New York newspaper man, and "Open That 
Door,” by R. Sturgis Ingersoll, which urges 
the mistake of failure to associate books with 
practical things, and, conversely, the practical 
advantage to be derived from the reading of 
good books. 

September publications of juvenile interest 
announced by the Century Co. include: "Boy¬ 
hood Stories of Famous Men,” by Katherine 
D. Cather; "The Sapphire Signet,” by Au¬ 
gusta Huiell Seaman, author of "The Boarded- 
up House”; "The St. Nicholas Book of Plays 
and Operettas: Second Series”; and "On the 
Battlefront of Engineering.” by A. Russell 
Bond, managing editor of the Scientific 
American. 

After comparing Elias Tobenkin’s new novel, 
"Witte Arrives” (Stokes), with Mary Antin’s 
"The Promised Land,” Prof. William Lyon 
Phelps, of Yale, says: "We Americans ought 
to be heartily grateful for both books. The 
novel is written by a young man and has some 
of the rawness of youth, as well as its fine 
spirit. . . . It is a book that, both from the 
point of view of art and of society, every 
American ought to read. Somebody has ar¬ 
rived besides Witte.” 

"That something,” the little inspirational 
book by W. W. Woodbridge published last 
year by the Smith-Digby Co., of Tacoma, is 
said to have sold eighty thousand copies in 
the first three months of last year and to be 
nearly ready now for an eighth edition of 
40,000 copies. The worth of the book is at¬ 
tested by the fact that the Remington Type¬ 
writer Co., the Western Union, the Erie Rail¬ 
road, Maxwell Motor Sales Corporation and 
other prominent firms have bought numerous 
copies for distribution among their men. 

The American Sunday-School Union 
published recently “Archaeology and the Bible,” 
by G. A. Barton, professor of Biblical litera¬ 
ture and Semitic languages in Bryn Mawr, 
president of the Oriental Society and some¬ 
time director of the American School of 
Oriental Research in Jerusalem. The work is 
divided into two parts: The Bible Lands, 
their Exploration and the Resultant Light on 
the Bible and History; and Translations of 
Ancient Documents which Confirm or Illu¬ 
minate the Bible. 

Within the week has come the announce¬ 
ment of plans for two new sources of supply 
for book paper. Edwin Crabtree & Sons, of 
Crabtree Mills, Quebec, who formerly made 
news print and wall paper, have erected a new 
dam for increasing their water-power devel¬ 
opment, and are changing their mill to fit it 
for the manufacture of book and writing pa¬ 
pers. They expect to make 30 tons per day. 
The Bryant Paper Company plans the erec¬ 
tion of a $1,500,000 pulp mill in Canada. The 
book mill at Kalamazoo, Mich., now operates 
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ten machines, and specifications have been 
drawn for the addition of two others. 

In the summer of 1913 it was announced 
thru an interview with leading booksellers 
in various parts of the country that Kipling’s 
books were selling five to ten times as many 
as they did from five to ten years previous. 
In connection with these facts, it is interesting 
to note the sales of Kipling books at this time. 
According to Doubleday, Page & Co., the fig¬ 
ures for May, June, and July last year (1915) 
showed in round numbers a sale of eleven 
thousand copies. For the same period this 
year (1916), twenty-five thousand copies were 
sold, exclusive of Kipling’s new war books, 
“France at War” and “The Fringes of the 
Fleet.” 

Commenting upon the apparent assumption 
of certain members of the Authors’ League 
that affiliation with the American Federation 
of Labor will get them everything in the way 
of copyright, publishers’ contracts, etc., which 
they now desire, the English Publishers’ Cir¬ 
cular says: “The moral of it seems to be that 
American publishers . . . will have to form 
themselves into a union and join the Federa¬ 
tion of Labor, the American Booksellers’ As¬ 
sociation will be compelled to do the same, 
and then they will all be much as they were 
before, the only gainer being the Federation 
of Labor, which will take their subscriptions 
— and laugh behind their backs.” 

The linguist never need sigh for new 
worlds to conquer. Professor Carl Meinhof's 
“Introduction 10 the Study of African Lan¬ 
guages” (Dutton) indicates that Africa alone 
has all the material necessary to the construc¬ 
tion of an enlivening tower of Babel. The 
following languages are represented: Semitic, 
10 languages and 12 dialects; Hamitic, 47 
languages and 71 dialects; Bantu, 182 lan¬ 
guages and 119 dialects; Sudanic, 264 lan¬ 
guages and 114 dialects; Bushman, 11 lan¬ 
guages and 3 dialects; besides Hottentot, 
which investigation has barely touched. To 
the amateur, the most astonishing feature of 
these tongues is the part which melody or 
pitch plays in word meanings. Even more 
important than accent to us is intonation to 
the Bantu peoples. For instance, in Ewe, the 
two words ele afi may be intoned to mean 
either “he is here,” or “he rubbed himself with 
ashes,” or “he caught a mouse.” Think of 
the troubles that must beset the path of the 
student of Bantu! 

Booksellers all ,over the country, who 
eagerly awaited the scheduled announcement 
on September 1 of the prize-winner in the 
Arthur Hodges novel contest, in order that 
they might make their first payment on that 
new Ford, must blame us and not Small. May¬ 
nard & Co. that this announcement comes a 
week late. Our mistake has not. however, 
held up the forwarding of the checks to the 
prize-winners—for, alas for that Ford, they 
were plural, eight of them! Each of the 
following chose “Pinkus Hood,” the prize- 
winning title, and have, in consequence, re¬ 
ceived a check for one-eighth of the hundred- 


dollar award: J. J. Murray, with the William 
R. Jenkins Co., New York; Grace L. Thomp¬ 
son, with the W. K. Stewart Co., Indianapolis ; 
Louise G. Mayer, with A. C. McClurg & Co., 
Chicago; Anna A. Gallagher, with Campion 
& Co., Philadelphia; P. W. Coussens, with 
A. C. McClurg & Co., Chicago; H. T. Baylis, 
with the R. L. Bryan Co., Columbia, S. C.; 
W. A. Gilbert, with the Old Corner Book 
Store, Boston; and Mr. Fred T. Mattison, 
with Strawbridge & Clothier, Philadelphia. 

“Why is no concerted action taken to im¬ 
prove the ‘blurbs' with which the publishers 
advertise their books?” asks the New York 
Evening Post editorially. “A new volume is 
heralded, on its paper cover, as being ffiack- 
grounded’ by a certain section of New York. 
Imagine the author of ‘Marius the Epicurean’ 
reading that his work was ‘backgrounded’ by 
the home of Marcus Aurelius! If this par¬ 
ticular writer winces, he may console himself 
by reflecting upon the comparatively brief life 
of paper jackets. It is not as if the offending 
statement were stamped upon the back, as 
was Whitman’s quotation from the letter in 
which Emerson saluted him as a great future 
poet. But the anomaly is scarcely greater 
than that in the spectacle of some shrinkingly 
modest man presented as one of the greatest 
thinkers, poets, or imaginative artists. The 
British naturalist who realizes that, after a 
generation of publishing, his books are little 
known and can never appeal to many, is an¬ 
nounced this month as ‘one of the very great¬ 
est living writers.’ The college professor 
who offers an ephemeral handbook receives 
praise scarcely less extreme. Mere exaggera¬ 
tion is more pardonable, however, than sins 
against grammar, rhetoric, or taste, for most 
buyers are inured to making wholesale mental 
reservations.” 

Following the protest in the Australian 
book-trade journal regarding the “marketing” 
practice in that country (see Publishers’ 
Weekly, April 8, 1916), a South African 
bookseller has complained to the Publishers’ 
Circular against similar “indirect supply” 
methods in South Africa: “The book-trade of 
South Africa is by no means great; yet I 
venture to state that it is growing, and any 
movement which discourages the individual 
effort of retail booksellers will not increase 
the trade, as far as this country is concerned. 
The Central News Agency, which is both a 
wholesale and retail house, is in the same re¬ 
lationship to the booksellers of this country 
as the George Robertson Proprietary is to the 
booksellers of Australasia. The former firm 
has recently secured the sole wholesale rights 
of certain novels by well-known writers, for 
which there is undoubtedly a good demand. 
In one instance an inland bookseller exten¬ 
sively advertised a well-known writer’s new 
novel, and consequently secured many orders 
before publication, only to find on publication 
that he must supply his orders by purchasing 
his supply from the C. N. A. at an enhanced 
rate, thus giving the C. N. A. the benefit of 
his advertising—ranging from two or three 
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months previous to the publication of the 
novel—without making one penny profit on 
the whole transaction. If the monopoly were 
given to a purely wholesale house, there might 
have been some justification for it, but, un¬ 
fortunately, our wholesale friends are re¬ 
tailers—our direct competitors—and we have 
the option of buying from them or sending 
our customers to them. From our point of 
view, it is unfair for certain London publish¬ 
ers to adopt this method of selling their 
books; like Australasia, we object to buying 
on the middleman's terms, for here also the 
3s. 6d. fiction is very popular, and under the 
“marketing” system we cannot sell at this 
price without being the loser.”
